But it will take more than a 
lot of foolish talk and weak-kneed. 
arguments to hold the county go- 
vernment where it is or uproot it 


and haul it down the lake. : 


An argument which has worn 
as thin as the seat of an. editor’s 
‘pants is that the county seat: 
should be céntrally located so 
all county taxpayers will be 
within about the same distance 
of the court, clerk and treasur- 
er’s office. 

Both Charlevoix and Boyne 
City have engaged in this sort of 
flapdoodle. 

“The argument can be shot full 
of holes with an undersized bean. 
shooter. 

It’s our guess that very few 
county taxpayers give a hoot 
where the county seat is loca- 
ted. They’re not interested in 
_ court house location nearly as 
much as good government, fair. 
taxes for all and just return 
fer their tax dollar.

House would long ago have been 
moved into the mid-west states; 
our state capitol would have been 
moved up to somewhere near Mt. 
Pleasant; in fact you wouldn’t

We asked a man well versed in 
county doings about this. “How 
many times,” we asked, “does the 
average Charlevoix County tax- 
‘payer have to go to the court 
house in one year?” : 

He thought it over. “The aver- 
age taxpayer doesn’t have to. go 


- to the court house once a year, if 


he doesn’t. want to,” he said. © 
If his- answer isn’t correct it is 
so close you can’t argue about it. 
Ninety-five percent of the 
folks in Charlevoix County have 
automobiles. The rest use their 
_neighbors. As. far as location 
goes you could put the court 
house anywhere in the county 
and it would work a hardship to 
no one. . 

If anyone tells you that isn’t 
‘true, check on the. guy; see how 
many times a year he drives from 
20 to 100 miles away from his 


’ own home town to do his shopping, 


see a movie, a ball game -or: du 
whatever people do when they gc | 

The average citizen does a heck 
of a lot of gadding about these 
days. So why should he care if he 
has to drive an extra five or ten 
miles to do court house busines. 


“once or twice a year; or maybe 


once or twice in two years. 

So, let us drop this central 
location fuzz for the useless 
thing it is and come up with 
some good, sound reasons why 
the court house should be loca-- 
ted on such. and such a spot. 
(We said the other day we 

thought East Jordan would be an 
excellent: location for our county 
government. The guy looked at us 
as though we had an extra eye in 
the middle of our forehead. 

He was stunned. Why East Jor- 
dan would never get the county 
seat in 100 years. 

Sounded as though we were not 


taxpayers; or weren't. located in| 


the county; foreigners, so to speak 


- not to be considered. 


‘Perhaps that’s because East 
Jordan has been sitting quietly 
on the sidelines while Boyne 
City and Charlevoix have been 
talking behind their hands ab- 
out court house location.

Hunters Nab Escapees 
By News-Herald After All N ight Search, 


Wilkins Leads 


Man Hunt — 


The biggest man hunt in the history of East Jordan 


was climaxed at 7:50 a.m.

man Joe Wilkins apprehended three escapees of the 


Charlevoix County jail.

Four carloads of state police, 
two Charlevoix deputies and local 
police made a house to house 
search on the south west side of 


the Jordan River where the men. 


were reported to have been seen. 
The prisoners are: Charles 
Noah, 17, of Charlevoix; Eddie 
Schnoskey, 18, of St. Ignace 
and Sam Marsh, of Elk Rapids. 
They had been serving 10 days 
in the county jail for simple lar- 
ceny and it was suspected they 


-|broke out when County police 


learned they were wanted down 
state on an auto theft charge. 

George Winstone, who lives on 

the fairgrounds road, and who 
knew one of the prisoners, called 
Wilkins early Tuesday night when 
the men sought shelter at ‘his 
house. 

_..Winstone, according. to Wilking,. 
told’the men he would help them 
escape. He brought them dewn 
town. in his car. with the intention 
that Wilkins would pick them up, 

He stopped at the Sunoco-ser- 

vice station to get gas and oil, stal- 
ling as long as possible, according 
to Wilkins. 

But Wilkins and Saxton sped 
directly to the Winstone house : 
where Winstone said he would 
stall the three men. It was later 
learned that the men would not 
remain at the house. This was 


County Hikes 
Budget For 


Coming Year 


A budget of $135,933.36 for 
the operation of Charlevoix coun- 
ty during 1954 was adopted by the 
Charlevoix county board of sup- 
ervisors at its closing session. 

The figure is only slightly more 
than the 1953. budget for $185,- 
731,41; 

The 1954 tax spread will bring 
in revenue amounting to $147,- 
157.20 thus leaving an estimated 
$11,223.84.to0 apply on the county 
deficit. 

This year the tax revenue was 
$143,709.96 leaving $7,988.82 to 
apply on the county’s deficit 
which will be an estimated $21,- 
000 at the close of the current 
year.

the reason given by Winstone 
for bringing them down town, 
Wilkins said. 

When the men saw the police 
car race. by the service station en- 
route to the Winstone house they 
became suspicious and demanded 
that Winstone, “Get going,’ He 
stopped at the corner of Main and 
Mill streets near the Duck Inn 
and the men left the car, running 
across the Jordan River bridge on 
foot. This was Winstone’s version 
of. how the three men got away 
from him, Wilkins said. 

The three men eluded about 20 
armed police for more than six 
hours, 

The search was conducted by 
Wilkins who led. police to every 
possible hiding. -place:..within the 
city and surrounding area: — 

- An intensive search was 
made of Sportsmen’s Park and 
the river area, extending _ to 
houses, barns, and garages be- 
tween the river and M-66. A 
complete search was made’ of 


East Jordan’s new factory area 
_ off M-66. 


Police guarded ‘all roads leading 
out of East Jordan and the cross 
roads from M-66 to M-32. 

Houses, cabins and garages 
from the tourist park around the 
west shore of Lake Charlevoix — 
were checked by police. 

The alarm had been spread to 
surrounding towns and police con- 
centrated their search in the East 
Jordan area in the belief that the 
men could not have gotten out of 
town in so short a time. State and 
Charlevoix police arrived within 
fifteen minutes after they had 
been called. One’ carload arrived 
in less than 10 minutes, 

The state police left the city 
at 3:30 a.m. informing Wilkins 
they would continue the search 
at daylight. 

At 7:15 a.m. Wilkins receiv- 
ed a telephone call which infor- 
med him that four hunters had 
surrounded the three men in a 
field five miles south of East 
Jordan off M-66. 

With Gayle Saxton and- Dan 
Sinclair, whom Wilkins had made 
deputy they rushed to the scene 
to find the hunters were holding 
the men in the field. All the hunt- 
ers were armed with rifles, They. 
were: Clifford Mayhew, of East 
Jordan; Harold Mayhew of Lake- 
ville; John Parsons of Grand Ra- 
pids and Jack Danco of Oxford. 

Wilkins returned the prison- 
ers to the East Jordan jail 
where they were later picked up 
by state police and Antrim 
County Sheriff Howard Tanner 
and returned to Charlevoix. 
Tanner was called in to help by 
Charlevoix county _ police. 

The escapees gave no resistance 
when. Wilkins picked them up.

Detection Drive 
This Week 

Testing facilities to enable an- 
yone to find out whether he has 
diabetes will be an important part 
of the local observance of .Diabe- 
tes Week, November 15-21, a part 
of the national Diabetes Detec- 
tion Drive. 
“We invite everyone to take ad- 


vantage of this opportunity,” said |. 


Doctor A. F. Litzesburger, Chair- 
amn of .the Diabetes Committee. 
“Diabetes often goes undetected 
for a long time, before. noticeable 
symptoms show up. Yet it is high- 
ly important that the ailment’ be 
diagnosed early, so that proper 
medical. controls can be establish- 
ed, by which future complications 
often can be warded off or made 
less severe. 


“A simple urinalysis, which 


takes only a few moments’ time, |‘ 


is the basis of the testing. If it in- 
dicates a possibility of diabetes, 
then a further blood test may be 
recommended as a more conclus- 
ive. basis of diagnosis.” 

Tests will be given free by all 
local physicians, and samples may 
also be left with County and 
School nurses,. or at the main of- 
fice of District Department of 
Health No. 8, Charlevoix, Mich- 
igan. 

Medical authorities estimate 
there are nearly a million unde- 
tected diabetics in the United 
That figure is based on 
cases found in previous years’ 
screening tests similar to the ones 
planned here. The number of un- 
dtected cases almost equals the 
number of diabetics who have 
been diagnosed and. are getting 
medical care. 

Dr. Litzenburger pointed out 


that diabetes is one of the few 


chronic ailments for which there 


is a known control: Insulin when 
needed, diet and exercise consti- 
tute a three-sided means of con- 


trol that in nearly all cases will 
enable the diabetic to live a nor-

‘With respect to the legal action 
the Sportsmen Club is pursuing in 
order to prevent the City from 
constructing a sewage plant on 
the Sportsmen Park area we feel 
the people are entitled to know 
the full story and the reasons for 
our actions. 

In a feeling that we would re- 
ceive the opportunity to submit 
to the court recently all the im- 
portant evidence in support of our 
claim, I prepared a memorandum 
of the testimony that I could and 
would give under oath, and I pre- 
sent it herein below as if given 
under oath, as follows: 

Resident of East Jordan since 
May 1982, and a taxpayer. Active- 
ly associated with Jordan River 
Sportsmen Club since fall of 1932, 
having served: as its secretary 
during years 1938-1934 and 1935. 
After a lapse of a year or two 
again served as secretary.. Also 
served in other official posts. 

In the spring of 1933 we pro- 
moted the first Smelt Jamboree. 
These were repeated in several 
subsequent years. This project 
brought to East Jordan many peo- 
ple, some noted outdoors writers, 
and gave East Jordan favorable 
national publicity. 

Early part of 1933 the Club 
became deeply interested in con- 
servation problems as applying to 
wildlife, preservation of natural 
resources, and the protection of 
sportsmen interests and invest- 
ment therein. | 

In 1933 the Club began devel- 
opment of trout rearing ponds, 
which were expanded later to a 
capacity of 100,000 trout or-more. 
Operation of these ponds’ was car- 
ried on for several years by mem- 
bers ‘of the Club without pay. 
Meat was ground free in a down- 
town market and carried out to 
the ponds daily. Screens and 
ponds had to be kept clean, and 
the fish protected against disease 
and such disease as did develop 
urgent effort had to be made to 
prevent its spread. The fish and 
the feed were supplied by the De- 
partment of Conservation, the 
elub aiding in the transportation. 

Recession of the south end of 
Lake Charlevoix, particularly 
south of Bridge street, had crea- 


_ted three small islands, the larg- 


est one being on the west of Jor- 
dan river, all being within the me- 
ander lines. These islands were co- 
vered with swamp brush, swamp 
grass and weeds, some parts hav- 
ing sawmill slabs as foundation, 
The islands were cleaned up by 
the. club, the larger one covered 
with dirt, and many trees were 
planted. Even flower beds were 
established and maintained. 

Foot bridges were built across 
the waters separating the islands 
with each other and the mainland, 
and some seating capacity was 
constructed on bridges and bench- 
es along water edge. Board walks 
at least 3,000 ft. long were built 
along the Jordan river for use of 
smelt dippers and others enjoying 
the. use of. Sportsmen Park. 

During the years 1933 to 1935 
inclusive the Club undertook to 
develop the sanctuary and wild- 
life angle of the Park. The first 
year the Club distributed pheas- 
ant eggs among farmers and oth- 
ers. Later the Club had pheasant 
eggs incubated in a commercial 
chicken hatchery, the chicks were 
brought to a log building on the 
larger island which was used as a 
brooder house for the pheasants, 
and the same building was used as 
smelt headquarters: during smelt 
runs. The building was construct- 
ed for .the purpose. The pheasants 
were liberated in late summer, 
some years over a thousand of 
them, depending on the struggle 
with disease and other elements 
that affected the raising of these 
birds. 2 

Effort was made to establish 
wildlife in’ Sportsmen Park, The 
Club negotiated with Belle -Isle 
Zoo, Traverse City Zoo, commer- 
cial raisers, friends and others to 
obtain by purchase, trade or don- 
ation swans, Canadian geese, dif- 
ferent varieties of ducks. ~ 

On the park area was construc- 
ted another log building on the 
smallest island east of Jordan ri- 
ver to care for swans, Also'a log 
building was constructed on the 
mainiand immediately west of 
trout rearing ponds to care for 
geese and some ducks. These two 
buildings had erected adjoining 
them fenced in yards, one of them 
with a flowing well to provide 
water for birds during winter. An- 
other flowing well was sunk near 
the smelt headquarters: building 
to provide drinking water to. peo- 
ple, 

A bridge acress rearing pond 
creek was constructed to permit 
automobile travel to the larger 
island, which island was. named 
“Manhattan.” Also a gravel: road 
was built on this Manhattan is- 
land, around it, for automobile 
travel, and also decorative shrub- 
ery was planted in suitable spots 
along the road. 

A separated two-lane ~ gravel 
road was also constructed from 
Bridge street on the west side of 
rearing ponds ereek to water edge 
on the Jordan river on the south, 


one road for inbound and the oth- 
er for outbound automobile tra- 
vel. 


Most of the above described op- 


‘erations were east of the west 
meander line. I personally met 
two engineers of the War Depart- 
ment mapping out Lake Charle- 
voix, and we discussed the land 
created by the drying up of the 
lake south of Bridge street. I told 
them -that the 
Sportsmen Club took over, clean- 
ed up the areas, and established 
there the Jordan River Sports- 
men Park, dedicated to use and 
enjoyment of the public. They a- 
greed it was all right, so long as 
it was as a public function and in- 
tended for use of the public and 
promised they would so indicate 
on the maps. We made no attempt 
to have this confirmed later. 


Jordan River 


We had little funds for the pur- 


pose, but it appeared necessary 
to acquire title to so-called Ni- 

cholls property and the East Jor- 
“|dan Lumber Co. property to the 
‘west of the meander line, .total 
acreage about 14 to 15 acres, part 
of the Club operations already 
having extended to these areas by 
permission of Mr. Robert Paddock 
for the Nicholls heirs and Mr. W. 
P. Porter for the East Jordan 


Lumber Co. This area was fenced 
in, some trees plarited, deer were 
put in, and newly acquired birds 
were wing-clipped: and- put into 
this enclosure, and other birds 
used it for nesting grounds free 
of predators, roaming dogs, and 
also unnecessary disturbance by 
people. Elevated platform was 
constructed in south end along the 
fence overlooking the entire area 
for people to use. The acreage 
was sufficient to provide natural 
food to a reasonable extent to 
both the deer and the birds dur- 


Ling the summer- months. Food was 


provided by the Club during win-. 
ter. ; 

Negotiations were started first 
with Mr. W. P. Porter for the pur- 
chase of Block H and a small par- 
eel adjoining. Block H then had a 
house on-it. We represented to 
Mr. Porter that we wished to pur- 
chase the property for the park 
project. Mr. Porter later sold the 
property to the Club for that pur- 
pose and I made out the deed 
form. Consideration $350.00 paid 
for by the Cub. The. house was 
later removed by the Club and the 
lot filled in and a parking space 
developed in north end of Block 
H, while the south end was placed 
within the fenced in area. 

Mr. Porter on numerous occas- 
ions complimented the Sports- 
men Club for the fine work it. was 
doing and even offered financial 
aid, and later did so by giving 


money on several occasions with. 


which to purchase feed for birds 
in the winter, which feed was car- 
ried out by me personally into the 
woods with regularity. 

Mr. W. P. Porter on numerous 
oceasions conveyed to the 
Sportsmen Club his wish that the 
shores of Lake Charlevoix north 
of Bridge street could also be 
cleaned up. The Club applied it- 
self to this task. We asked Mr. 
Porter for deeds to two lots the 
East Jordan Lumber Co. owned on 
waters edge on Lake Charlevoix, 
better identified as Lots 1 and 2 
in Block A. Deed to these lots was 
acquired, and the lots were incor- 
porated into the Sportsmen Park 
project, the mud holes filled in, 
spiles pulled out, parking space 
created, and picnic facilities con- 
structed. The site has been ex- 
tensively used and enjoyed by the 
public in subsequent years. 

The Club opened discussions 
with Mr. Robert Paddock toward 


acquiring the: Nicholls property| 


for permanent possession. Mr. 
Paddock also expressed pleasure 
with the Sportsmen Park project, 
and offered to do what he could to 


-help-us obtain title to the proper- 


ty without much if any cost to the 
club, A deed was made up and Mr. 
Paddock through Mr. Robert 
Bridge undertook to send it ar- 
eund to respective Nicholls heirs 
for signature. This was eventual- 
ly accomplished and the deed pro- 
perly signed returned to us, We 
have proof to present to the court 
that these signatures were solici- 
ted and received for the purpose 
of the Park project. ; 

In addition to the desirability 
of acquiring thése Nicholls and 
Lumber company properties in 
connection with care of the wild- 
life, there still was another very 
important reason. The question 0: 
possible so-called Riparian rights 
complications presented itself. 
The club felt it very important to 
acquire title to the lands adjoin- 
ing the meander line, 

By our own direction, deeds. to 


these respective properties were. 


made out direct from owner to the 
City of East Jordan, for, what we 
then felt, valid reasons. 

About the latter part of 1937 
these deeds were presented by me 
in behalf of the Sportsmen Club 


to the City of East Jordan at a. 


regular meeting of the City Coun- 
cil. Even though most gr all of the 
members of the Council were then 
also members. of the Sportsmen 


Club and knew the story behind. 


the Club actions, I made a formal 


-mer people and visitors to our city 


[member of the Charlevoix Club 


presentation of the deeds in the 
feeling Council minutes would re- 
cord the transaction for future 
record and guidance: I explained 
to the Council that the deeds were 
made out direct to the City for 
two outstanding reasons, namely, 
that we were not an income pro- 
ducing organization and since the 
project was dedicated to public 
good directly benefiting East Jor- 
dan and surrounding communities 
the Club should not be required to 
pay taxes; secondly, that we had 
no assurance the Jordan River 
Sportsmen Club as such would en- 
joy. perpetuity. 

After presentation as above 
stated I offered to pay the Coun- 
cil for later recording of the deeds 
And the Council through one 
member stated in substance that 
after the Club had gone through 
so much to obtain the deeds it was 
felt that the City could afford to 
have them recorded. 

At this same Council meeting 
I informed the Council that the 
Nicholls property was then slight- 
ly tax-delinquent, but not suffi- 
ciently that it could not be re- 
deemed by the heirs, and that was 
the reason we negotiated for the 
Quit Claim deed. I also advised 
the Council that the tax delin- 
quency could be cleared by eith- 
er the Club paying the back tax- 
es, or by negotiating with the De- 
partment of Conservation toward 
obtaining a state deed in which 
case it would not be necessary to 
pay the back taxes, provided the 
application was made in the name 
of the City. Mutual expression fa- 
vored the latter course. I offered 
to write this application in the 


‘City name, when the City clerk |; 


volunteered that he would be glad 
to do it, and the Council then and 
there directed the Clerk to do so. 
We are now unable to find a copy 


of the letter the Clerk wrote the |; :

Our membership has always 


consisted mostly of citizens and|. 


tax payers of East Jordan, with a 
small sprinkling of farmers, sum- 


and our income was from pay- 
ment of membership dues. Consid- 
erable of the construction work on 
the park project: was accomplish- 
‘ed under W. P. A. Some of the 


construction and the entire main-| 


tenance and operation was by 
members of the Club. And as late 
as spring of 1953 the Club mem- 
bers planted trees on the area of 
Block H and the former Nicholls 
acreage, 

In the early years of the Sports- 
men Park project, in behalf of the 
Club I personally appeared with a 


before the Board of Supervisors 
of Charlevoix County and appeal- 
ed for.financial help. The Super- 
visors granted our Club $300.00 
per year in support of the Sports- 
men Park and its wildlife efforts. 
As the income from, membership 
‘dues could not carry the load, the 
County Supervisors periodically 
up to the present day granted our 
Club funds with which to pur- 
chase food for the wildlife, per- 
haps the only such case in the 
state. County supervisors expres- 
sed their feeling that the Sports- 
men Park project brought bene- 
fits to the entire county. 

During the war days it was de- 
termined in the interest of Nat- 
ional defense to release the deer 
from the yard to avoid using mon- 
ey for feed, and also because wa- 
ter was rising partly submerging 
the area. Most of the construction 
projects also were flooded. The 
birds, however, remained and mul- 
tiplied and the Club has taken 
good care of them. We shall not 
forsake them. 

In the early part of 1953, per- 
haps February, I learned through 
means I do not now recall that the 
City had planned on constructing 
th sewage plant within the Sports- 
men ‘Park area. Immediately the 
next morning I called on then 
mayor and filed a protest, I also 


on the same morning met another) 


member of the Council and to him 
also expressed our protest. 


I later appeared before. the City 


Council, (perhaps March) and the 


‘subject was cordially and fully|- 


discussed. I explained to the 
Council members the transaction 
as to how the deeds were acquired, 


the promises we made to the for-|- 


mer owners of the lands, the trust 


‘placed in us, and the manner in 


which the trust was later deposit- 
ed with the city, and I asked that 


‘this trust be not violated, that we 


felt it our moral duty to protect. 
I also then volunteered for myself 
personally; stating that I eould 
not speak for ether members, that 
if city eould not find another site, 
that a committee of the City 
Council meet with a committee of 
the Club and see if a site on the 


Club property could be picked in|. 


a spot where it would not destroy 
the purpose for which the proper- 
ty was dedicated. I was promised 
the Council. would talk it. over 
with the engineer,. 
-Know. 

At -the next Sportsmen Club 
meeting I disclosed the matter to 
the Club. The club prepared and 
presented to the City Council a 
petition dated April 15, 1953, in 
which the transaction was again 
cited, and respectfully petitioned 
the Council to not construct: the 
sewage plant on the Park area. 
This petition said among other 
things “Construction of this’ plant 
on the Sportsmen Park property 
would totally violate the trust 
placed in us at the time and which 
trust made it possible for us to es- 
tablish the Sportsmen Park.” The 
petition also stated “We also feel 
construction on. this site would 
not be to the best interests of the | 
city as a whole. It would destroy 
the pleasant atmosphere on the ap- 
proach to. our city and also the 
approach to Sportsmen Park.” 
The Club received no response to 
this petition. 

During the summer, 
received a communication from 
the Water Resources Commission, 
which stated in substance that no 
site on the west side of the lake 
had been considered, and the let- 
ter also stated that a site on the 


east side of the lake had received 
approval by the Water Resources 
Commission and also the Public 
Health Department. This letter I 
delivered to-Mr. Malpass of the 
Council, 

Later rumor about town had it 
that the sewage plant would not 


and let me 
I received no word. 


perty. I attend the Council mee- 
ting early in October in connection 
with another matter, and while 
there made inquiry to be assured. 
I was told the plant would be con- 
structed in Sportsmen Park. I told 
the Council we felt duty bound to 
make an effort to prevent it, and 
I later told some Council members 
that if the City Council remained 
unresponsive to our pleas we 
would feel compelled to take le- 
gal steps. 

On October 18, 1953 the mayor 
and the engineer called on me, 
and we discussed the subject in 
friendly manner. The mayor stat- 
ed to me that he would recom- 
mend to the Council which was to 
meet the same evening to pur- 
chase another site for the plant 
which site was imedmiately: adja- 
1953, I 
was stated in my office that this 
move would not increase the cost 
to the city as pertaining to the 
construction of the system. On the 
evening of October 14, 1953 the 
mayor reported to me that the 
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Council did not approve his ‘re- 
commendation. I immediately no- 
tified the mayor that we would 
petition the court for protection. 

The City Council on October 
13, 1958, according to published 
minutes, .officially designated the 
entire Nicholls area of about 18 
acres within the Sportsmen Park 
as the site for the proposed sew- 
age plant. 

The above presents the facts 
as we know them. 


The court issued a decree giv- 
ing the City the right to proceed 
“at its peril,” giving the Club 
without prejudice the right to in- 
stitute a court action at any time 
it deems the project.a nuisance. 
And. the court recognizes the ex- 
istence of the trust agreement or 
agreements. The. decision is hon- 
estly arrived at and is based con- 
siderably on technical legal 
grounds. 

We asked the City to not in- 
dulge in legal technicalities, for 
the reason that our action was al- 
so in the interest of the City, and 
because there was a big moral is- 
sue involved. 

The City cannot testify that 
the property was placed in the Ci- 
ty hands for other than the pur- 
poses as disclosed by us. Neither 
can it claim that the deeds were 
obtained through its own efforts, 


and if it should so claim then we 
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ean reasonably expect - that the 
City: tell “us the. purpose. for ac. 
quiring. them. 

The trust placed and entered in- 
to. with the City in fact became a 
contract, until this moment: fully 
adheredto by the City, and at- 
tested to by the struggle, sweat, 
labor, worry, and substantial fin-. 
ancial investment. on the part of 
the Club. For twenty years there 
existed the element of absolute 
possession and acquiescence. This 
brought no harm to. the city. 

Did the Sportsmen Club. justify 
its existence by its efforts. to ac- 
quire these lands, its honorable 
operations which brought substan- 
tial financial gain-to East: Jordan, 
national reputation, ‘and the. plea- : 
sure and. joy to many people in 
East Jordan and from distant 
points who come to Sportsmen 
Park to see the natural set-up for 
wildlife preservation? 

Actions on the part of the: pre- 
sent City Council belittle, retard, 
and to a great extent destroy sin- 
cere endeavors’ of our Club and 
similar organizations who are es- 
sential parts of community life 
and development, they tend to 
erush the heart of good citizen- 
ship. 

Our case is really based on do- 
fense of certain principles, name- 
ly:

Dear Editor:. ; 

I read with appreciation your 
editorial of last week in which 
you pointed. out that the theory 
of the democratic ideal, in rela- 
tion to public affairs, is to “kiss 
and make-up” after the conclus- 
ion of a contest of opinions at law, 
at the polls, or in sports. The prac- 
tice of the democratic ideal is 
somewhat. short of this theory, 
most unfortunately. 

For my own part, and that of 
my wife, we, do not feel that a 
conclusion. has been reached in 
the matters.to which your editor- 
ial refers; we are unwilling to re- 
tire from this contest, this quest- 
ioning of the right of the City of 
East Jordan to invade our private 
property, to fell our trees, and to 
construct a building in a public 
street immediately adjacent’ to’ 
our property, in direct violation 
of the specific provisions of the 
public law. We have not been 
successful in the preliminary sta- 
ges of this. contest; but those are 
only preliminary stages. 

We have asked our attorney to 
conduct an- ‘appeal to the Michi- 
gan State Supreme Court from 
the decision of the Hon. Charles 
L. Brown, of: the county Circuit 
Court, in the question of the ap- 
plicability and validity of Act 341 
P. A. 1927. We do not agree with 
his decision. We have undertaken 
this course of action ‘in the fur- 
ther exercise of our democratic 
rights. . 

I doubt if any citizen of East 


Jordan who -was worthy .of the] 


name of citizen would persue a 
course different from the one we 
have taken if he were similarly 
aggrieved. . 

The attorney for the City, in 
open court on November 6, 1953, 
stated, in connection with another 


matter then in litigation, that the

rate, unless it could furnish an. 
afidavit of non-litigation prior to 
such sale. I am sorry, therefor, 
that this matter could not have 
been settled amicably. 

Throughout the history of the 
difficulty I have been always rea- 
dy to hear, and my attorney has 
been instructed to entertain, pro- 
posals that would make a happy 
compromise between my. public 
rights, my private rights, and the 
applicable laws, on the one hand, 
and the public convenience, nec- 
essity and expedience, on the oth- 
er hand. © 

The City attorney stated in op- 
en court on the above date also, 
that the difference between. sell- 
ing the bond issue at a favorable 
interest rate and an unfavorable 
one might amount to eighty thou- 
sand dollars ($80,000.00) over 
the period of the bonded indebt- 
edness, 

It is suggested therefor that 
the City attorney and my attorn- 
ey meet and explore the possibili- 
ties of a compromise solution to 
this entire question, at once. Upon 
their accomplishing a compromise 
which would respect all the. fac- 


tors and interests involved, I will, 


be glad to withdraw from litiga- 
tion.
